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Saudi Arabia set to invest in CPEC as the third strategic partner

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he dawn of the newly elected 
government has proved to be 
fresh air for the CPEC project 
which had sunk into hibernation 
given the political stagnation in 
the last two years of the previous 
government. This cannot only be 
judged by the increase in the news 
items appearing in the print media 


but more so by the surge in activity 


on several fronts inside as well as 
outside of Pakistan. 


As soon as the formalities of forming 
the new government and the cabinet 
were complete, the Chinese partners 
leaped forward towards the civil and 
military leadership with nothing less 
than a sigh of relief and hope for 
their key project of CPEC which also 


forms a base pillar of the Belt and 


Road Initiative. Meetings of Chinese 
Ambassador with several prominent 
government functionaries in 
Pakistan were substantiated with the 
visit of the Foreign Minister of China, 
Mr. Wang Yi to Pakistan. The Chinese 
Foreign Minister met the newly 
elected Prime Minister of Pakistan 
Mr. Imran Khan and our Army Chief. 


The Chief of the Armed Forces of 


Pakistan General Qamar Bajwa also 
visited China and met with their 
highest civil and military leadership. 
With reiteration of the decades’ 
long friendship between the two 
countries a restatement of the 
mutual trust and support between 
the state and the nations of both 
the countries surfaced. Important 


matters discussed, it was evident 
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that it is time for CPEC to move 
forward in sixth gear. One important 
understanding that emerged was 
the decision that it is time to invite 


friendly countries to invest in CPEC. 


The maiden foreign visit of Prime 
Minister Imran Khan was a perfect 
time and opportunity to offer 
another historical and time-tested 
friend Saudi Arabia to join CPEC as 
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the third partner and investor. The 
rumour mill was up and running in 
no time with news spreading faster 
than fire that Saudi Arabia would 
be investing ten billion dollars 
developing an oil city in Gwadar 
as part of CPEC. Again media was 
full of uproar and criticism from 
government adversaries regarding 


inviting a third partner to invest in 
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CPEC and converting the port city of 


Gwadar into an oil city. 


The old master plans of Gwadar have 
demarcated land chunks for the 
purpose of an oil city, plans for which 
have been there for long. Perhaps 
the key product to offload at Gwadar 
port will be oil for consumption in 
China. Readers who understand the 


mammoth demand for oil in China 


to run its gigantic manufacturing 
economy will appreciate that it is 
naturally a part of the CPEC strategy 
to have oil reservoirs in the port city 
and even better to set up refineries, 
especially with the tax relief that is 
available as part of CPEC and the 
Economic Trade Free Zone in Gwadar. 
Also China was in full confidence of 
the CPEC investment proposal that 


was offered to Saudi Arabia. 
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A high level Saudi delegation led 
by the energy minister arrived in 
Pakistan on the 1st of October to 
hold talks on the possibilities and 
terms of the investment for which 
deliberations are underway. On 
2nd October the Saudi delegation 
is scheduled to visit Gwadar for site 
visit and assessment of possibilities 
and options. As discussions and 
events unfold the Nitti gritty of the 
new entrant partner of CPEC are 
expected to become clear in due 


course. 


Russia is deliberating with Pakistan 
on a ten billion dollar offshore gas 
pipeline deal. The state owned 
company of Pakistan Inter State Gas 
Systems (ISGS) has been nominated 
to see through this pipeline project 
with Russia’s energy giant Gazprom. 
Gazprom will bear the cost for the 
feasibility study of this project. This 
project is expected to fulfill the gas 


demand that will arise from the 
industrialization phase of CPEC 
once the duty and tax free Special 
Economic Zones аге functional. 
Though Russia currently is not a 
partner of CPEC, and this pipeline 
project not a part of the China 
Pakistan Economic Corridor, the fast 
changing scenario will attract more 


international interest in future. 


From the Far East corner of the world 
the Japanese have also registered 
their interest in the port city of 
Gwadar. Several Japanese visitors 
have already visited Gwadar in the 
recent years to study investment 
prospects. The most recent Japanese 
delegation met with the senior 
management of Gwadar Port 
Authority, Gwadar Development 
Authority, Gwadar Free Zone 
Company Limited and China 
Overseas Port Holding Company 


and expressed interest in real

estate, tourism, and infrastructure 


development. 


In another development the Senate 
Chairman Muhammad Sadiq Sanjrani 
has encouraged Turkish businessmen 
to invest in Gwadar Free Economic 
Zone. Talking to a delegation of 
Turkish businessmen including 
parliamentarians he refreshed the 


memory of time-tested friendship of 
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Pakistan and Turkey. The countries 
have stood by the side of each other 
in difficult times and are presently 
working for the peace and prosperity 
in their respective regions. The 
Asian Parliamentary Assembly (APA) 
meeting was scheduled to be held in 
Gwadar at the end of October. Turkey 
is also the President of the Asian 
Parliament. He invited the Turkish 


businessmen and parliamentarians

to visit Gwadar at this time and 
encouraged them to invest in the 
newly developing port city. 


The Federal Minister for Religious 
Affairs and Interfaith Harmony, 
Noor-ul-Haq Qadri has also invited 
Afghanistan to become part of the 
China-Pakistan Economic Corridor, 
as this will not only help promote 
peace in the region but also help 
the country recover economically 
after the devastation following the 
decades’ long war. This will also 
benefit Pakistan by providing access 
to Europe via the potential rail 
network in Afghanistan. Long term 
benefits may include repatriation of 
migrants of the Afghan war and will 
help curb cross border terrorism. 


An international event ‘CPEC-BRI 
Cairo Dialogue and Trade Summit- 
Building Partnership for Trade 
Transformation’ was hosted in 
Cairo in late September 2018 and 
organized by South Asian Strategic 
Stability Institute (SASSI). The 
objective of this summit is to realize 
the full benefits of China Pakistan 
Economic Corridor and Belt and Road 
Initiative launched by China in 2013. 
The summit was attended by senior 
government officials, businessmen, 
academicians, experts and policy 
makers from Pakistan, China, 
Europe, Egypt and the Middle-East. 
Pakistan and Egypt are two strategic 
members of the BRI initiative by 
virtue of their strategic locations. 
The regional connectivity offered 
by Suez Canal in Egypt and Gwadar 
in Pakistan will have a key role in 
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transforming trade in the coming 
times. Both Suez Canal and Gwadar 
are expected to become, mega sea 
ports under BRI. Such events herald 
the need for developing strategies, 
building partnerships and preparing 
for the future of international trade 
once land and sea communication 
mechanism under CPEC and BRI 
become functional to optimal 


capacity. 


An advocacy group of 
multinational companies presented 
recommendations by the Overseas 
Investors Chamber of Commerce to 
the new Finance Minister of Pakistan 
seeking a review of the CPEC and 
Free Trade Agreements. The level of 
interest shown by foreign investors 
in CPEC is constantly on the rise. This 
is one of the many positive signs that 
have become visible on the horizon 
of CPEC and Gwadar Investment 
since the new government has taken 
charge of administrative matters in 


the country. 


Peace and security, modern defense 
mechanisms, counter terrorism, 
migration, manufacturing and 
urban development are some of the 
areas that will need to be reflected 
upon mutually through multilateral 
cooperation of all partnering and 
participating nations for long 
term success of the project and 
sustainable peace and prosperity 
in the region. The security aspect 
is mandatory to the success of the 
project while other prerequisites are 


equally, if not more, important. 
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The stagnant waters have receded 
and grey clouds have disappeared 
from the skyline. It is clear as crystal 
that CPEC is a reality whether anyone 
approves of this development in 
Pakistan or not. Did CPEC steer 
the path of politics or did political 
governments determine the pace 
and face of CPEC? The question 
remains a puzzle for the sharp minds 
to resolve. 


The reality is that there is stir and 
commotion at present in the investor 
circles. Inquiries for business and real 
estate investments are picking up. 
Land prices in Gwadar are already on 
the rise. There is good news around 
the corner for those who held on to 
their investments. As for business 


investment options, the government 
and its allied departments are lagging 
and lacking on the homework that 
was their share. Gwadar still waits for 
computerized land transactions, one 
window operations, e-government, 
information centers and kiosks and 
most important of all potable clean 
water for drinking and general use. 
Direct flights from Lahore, Islamabad 
and Peshawar are still awaited. 
Lack of timely credible information 
regarding various activities, events 
and developments in the СРЕС 
agreement and Gwadar district are 
still the norm. The new government 
must bring positive changes to the 
way matters have been handled by 


previous administration. The success 
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of the project and anticipated 


economic prosperity from the 
project can only be accomplished 
if due diligence is observed in all 
that is required to be done. CPEC is 
the biggest challenge as well as the 
solution to the country's economic 


issues. 


In due course the number of partner 
countries of CPEC are bound to 
increase as is the private individual 
investors’ participation їп the 
project. The new government has 
kicked off a start in the right direction 
in good time but it also needs to 
take care that the basic needs and 
provisions of Gwadar city that have 
been so often highlighted and raised 
at various forums are fulfilled.

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Most of the lands were sold by 
Baloch locals from 1999 onwards to 
investors from all around the globe for 
future development in Mekran region. 
The government revenue department 
remained quiet as they were busy 
facilitating the bigwigs tampering 
land records. Uneducated patwaris 
and revenue staff, and absence of 
bureaucrats from offices made things 
easy. Gwadar cannot be managed 
by sitting in posh offices in Quetta. 
Relevant executives need to be present 


in Gwadar. 


In the years 2011-2015 a large 
area of Jiwani, Gwadar, Pasni and 
Ormara was cancelled vide Newspaper 
advertisement by DCs for unknown 
reasons. This dropped the graph of 
private investment in Gwadar, which 
continues today also. Many investors 
suffered severe heart attacks and got 


disheartened. 


Land records аге still not 
computerized due to lack of will of 
the government of Balochistan. The 
data needs to be computerized at the 
earliest as done in Punjab by the last 


regime. 


There is no mechanism in 
the Government departments to 
facilitate the public for GPS based site 
demarcation. The concerned Patwari 
is taken on site after many requests 
and hefty bribes. A handful of GDA 
employees and private persons indulge 
in private practice and fleece the public 


for GPS based site demarcation. 


Availability of the Patwari for 
land transfer is subject to an agreed 
fee, commission or bribe for his duty 
to his office. Gazetted fees and taxes 
are not deposited in Government 
treasury and slips not provided in 


routine. A primitive method of taking 
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photos from smart phone has initiated 


recently. 


Many columns in Patwar Registers 
are left empty for later to cater 
tampering of land quantity and other 
data by the revenue department. 
Most of the uneducated locals only 
put thumb impression and rest is filled 
in by Patwari. This can play havoc with 
the land data. 


There are large chunks of mauzas 
like Suntser, Okar, Chatani, Tank, and 
Zabardan lying unsettled and with the 
existing primitive methods it will take 
ages and provide room for tampering 


of land in Gwadar region. 


Parts of Panwan, Bandi, Chatani 
Bhal, Zabardan, Kerwat, Pasni etc have 
been wrongly cancelled several times 
by revenue department to coverup 
their wrong doings, tampering, 
changing Khasras etc. These aspects 
need immediate rectification. The 
author himself is an affectee of the 


Revenue department. 


Government should notify both 
the owners and investors through 
social and print media about any 
acquisition and compensation. This will 
reduce the uproar and protests by the 
public for acquisition and cancellation 


of land mauzas. 


The pace of adaptability of GDA 
to the changing environments and 
speed of developmental work within 
a very short span of time is really 
commendable. This was only possible 
due to the undaunted efforts of the 
Government at the Federal, Provincial 


and local level. 


With start of work on port in 
March 2002, it was expected that there 
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will be a massive growth in the town. In order to plan and 
regulate this growth, Gwadar Master Plan was introduced, 
but it is still in review. Gwadar Development Authority 
was established in October 2003 to implement the Master 
Plan, which initially suggested only the land use. After the 
establishment of the Authority, Internal Road Network, Land 


Zoning and Vision for future Gwadar was developed.

Machine-learning Technique May Speed Identifying 
ER-positive Breast Cancers

Researchers have developed а technique that showed potential to identify 
estrogen receptor (ER)-positive breast cancers much faster and easier than 
current methods, potentially speeding a patient’s diagnosis and advancing 
the possibility of more personalized treatment. 


The study detailing their work, “Correlating nuclear morphometric patterns 
with estrogen receptor status in breast cancer pathologic specimens,” was 
published in the journal npj Breast Cancer. 


Treatment decisions and patient management in breast cancer depends 
greatly on the presence of specific markers — cancer cells with receptors 
for estrogen and other hormones — as these markers are associated with 
different responses to current therapies. 


ER-positive breast cancers account for more than 70 percent of all such 
cancers, and these patients are often treated with one of two classes of 
therapies after surgery. 


In the U.S., the standard procedure to characterize breast tumors uses 
immunohistochemistry, a method in which biopsies slides are analyzed 
under a microscope for the presence of specific markers. 


However, this process is expensive, slow — taking weeks to provide results 
— and somewhat inconsistent, as different laboratories may reach different 
results. 


Increasingly, data point to a link between changes in the morphology of the 
cell, or its internal components, and the presence of specific markers. 


Researchers led by a team at the University of Southern California developed 
a technique based on machine learning that can distinguish ER-positive 
from ER-negative breast cancer through the analysis of the morphology of 
the cells’ nucleus — the specialized structure that contains a person's genetic 
information, and controls and regulates the cell's activities. 


They used publicly available tissue images (labeled with only a standard 
procedure) of 113 breast cancer patients and their corresponding ER status 
(determined by immunohistochemistry). 


Fifty-seven of these images were used to train a 
computer to associate specific nuclear features, such 
as shape and orientation, to ER-positive or ER-negative 
status. 


When the team tested the machine on the tissue 
images of the remaining 56 patients, it could predict 
with accuracy the ER-status of the samples based on 
those nuclear features. 


While the standard approach may take weeks to 
identify a marker after diagnosis, “with machine 
learning technology, we can tell you the same day, so 
there's less delay, less stress and potentially better 
outcomes," Daniel Ruderman, a study author, said in a 
press release. 


“It’s going to enable us to identify the right drug and 
dose more quickly. It's a big step toward personalized 
medicine," Ruderman added. 


Additional analysis revealed that ER-negative tumors 
seemed to be associated with larger, more variable 
nuclei (in several features) than ER-positive tumors. 
The team believes its approach also has the potential to 
identify new cellular features and patterns associated 
with specific types of breast cancer and treatment 
response. 


While the results are promising, further validation is 
needed before the technique might be applied in the 
clinical setting, and the researchers expect that tests 
involving larger groups of patients will also improve the 
machine's predictive accuracy.

Foreign investors seek review of CPEC, free 
trade deals

An advocacy group of multinational companies working 
in Pakistan has advised the government to review the 
China-Pakistan Economic Corridor (CPEC) and free trade 
agreements (FTA) in order to provide a level playing field for 


all stakeholders. 


The Overseas Investors Chamber of Commerce and Industry 
(OICCI) has made these recommendations to Finance 
Minister Asad Umar. Foreign investors have also linked 
future investment plans with consistency in economic 


policies. 


"There has to be a level playing field and wherever there is 
discrimination it should be addressed,” said OICCI President 
Irfan Wahab Khan on Wednesday while responding to a 


question on CPEC during talk with the media.

Pakistan’s newly elected government has its work cut out 
for it: external public debt was estimated at $ 75.35 billion 
in June 2018. Prime Minister Imran Khan promised the 
nation on his inauguration that he would rein in superfluous 
spending and streamline the bloated government budget. 
Since then several steps have been taken in this direction,

many others are under consideration. 
Some highlights this regard: 


In September 2018,100 luxury vehicles owned by the 
government were put up for public auction. Four helicopters 
are also expected to go under the auctioneers hammer later 


in the month. 


Discretionary funds for the use of the President, Prime 
Minister and Federal Ministers have been banned. 


There is consideration being given to the idea that 
government buildings like Punjab House in Rawalpindi and 
Government House in Murree as well as the State Guest 
House on Mall road in Lahore should be converted into 
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educational institutions or leased to 
the private sector for use as hotels. 
The Prime Minister has decided not to 
reside in the huge building set aside 
for his use and has suggested that 
it be used for housing a university 
campus. A suggestion was put forward 
for cutting the 500+ staffers who run 
the Prime Minister House but this was 
shelved due to security purposes. 


Through the Finance Bill 2018/2019 
released on 19th September the 
government has withdrawn tax 
exemptions for Federal Ministers on 
housing, conveyance and sumptuary 
allowances. 


All officials including the President, 
Prime Minister, Chief Justice and 
Senate Chairman will cease travelling 
First Class on aircraft and the retinue 
joining these personages during 
foreign trips will be reduced. 


The Ministry of Capital Administration 
and Development has been abolished 
and its offices merged with other 
ministries. 


These schemes have met their fair 
share of criticism, with some claiming 
that it is a drop in an ocean while 
others accuse the government of 
engaging in window dressing while 
the larger economic issues remain 
untended. Consider however that for 
a developing country like Pakistan a 
pared down government machinery 
should be the norm. In 2013 it was 
reported that given Rs 82.38 billion as 
supplementary budget for the year, the 
Punjab cabinet had already exceeded 
it by Rs 80 million. This is nothing new. 
In the 2009/2010 budget each Federal 
minister was given Rs 0.6 million while 
Provincial ministers were given Rs 0.4 
million in annual discretionary funds 
with little oversight on how the funds 
were utilized. 


Casting the net a little wider, a review is 


underway of all ongoing development 
projects and it is projected that the 
federal development funds will be 
reduced from Rs 1030 billion to Rs 775 
billion for the 2018/2019 fiscal year. 


Top priority has been given to projects 
related to CPEC and the development 
of the Gwadar Industrial Zone. The 
government has reiterated that the 
budget decided upon previously for

towards priority projects like water 
and infrastructure while temporarily 
limiting initiatives like the Youth Laptop 
Scheme and new power projects which 


depend on imported coal. 
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projects related to these will be fully 
protected. 


Other fiscal measures involve the 
common citizen directly. These include 
a 46% rise in the tariffs of natural gas 
and a rise in the price of electricity at 


the rate of Rs 2 per unit.An increase is 
expected in the prices of petroleum 
products in October. These decisions 
became imperative when Finance 
Minister Asad Umar revealed that the

investors, however it is not enough to 
sustain long term economic growth. 
If implemented improperly austerity 
measures may even suppress the 
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economy, as people curb inessential 
spending due to high tax burden and 
areas like healthcare and education 
suffer from lack of funds. The pros 
and cons of austerity are visible 
in the European Union countries. 
Spainadopted budget cuts like others 
in the EU in 2009. By 2011 a healthcare 
crisis was brewing in the country and 
by 2016 people were demonstrating 
in the streets against austerity. During 
all this the economy reported only 
sluggish growth. In contrast Germany 
maintained strong growth due to 
increased exports. 


Pakistan new governmentneeds to 
prove its commitment to the economy 
to reassure its creditors and lower its 
debt burden. 


Finance Minister Asad Umer 
has asserted the government’s 
commitment to reforming the tax 
policy. The rate of income tax has 
already been increased on the highest 
earning bracket in the country but 
more needs to be done. According 
to tax experts the government needs 
to document accurate details of 
individual accounts in the nation’s 
banks so that an exact record of taxable 
assets can be maintained. Tax officials 
have already started sending notices 
to citizens who own property overseas 
in order to ascertain that all due taxes 
have been paid on said properties. 


The question of GDP growth is tied to 
the early completion of CPEC projects 
and also to increasing exports. The 
global environment is extremely 
volatile at the moment with super 
powers like China and the U.S at 
loggerheads over trade agreements. 
Pakistan should use the opportunity to 
find new trade partners and improve 
its portfolio of goods and services. The 
"Look to Africa Initiative’ launched in 
2017 is a step in the right direction 
with the Kenyan government showing 
keen interest in expanding trade with 
Pakistan.

e Verification of land according to category 
and type in the classification 


e Verification of Documents from the land 
revenue department 


e Verification advertisement in local 
newspaper to detect any issues in property 
title 


e Verification of property site (especially of 
open lands) by GPS demarcation on the 
Masterplan 


e Avoid purchasing properties on open 
transfer as many dealers are involved 


e Avoid giving open transfer as it feeds 
speculation and ruins a genuine property 
market 


• Get the title owner/seller signature on the 
site plan in presence of the tehsildar 


• Take all original relevant documents at that 
specific stage of transaction whether token, 
own payment (biyaana) or full payment 


e Ask for a receipt for payments for all 
transactions, expenses etc 


Ask for a receipt for all government taxes paid 

Do not undervalue your property to evade stamp paper costs, taxes and transfer expenses 

Make payments through cross cheques, pay orders and bank lodgements 

Avoid cash payments 

If buying property in a high-rise building: ask for the soil test report and fire safety strategy approval. 

If buying property in a scheme, check the NOC status on the GDA website which is updated for the month
